Federation in Washington, D. C. 
recently 
announced 
the 
acquisition 
of land in South 
Dakota and Nebraska for use as a 
sanctuary for the bald eagle, the 
national symbol of the United 
States. 
The 1,000 acres are located 
along the Missouri River near 
Pickstown, S.D. and have been 
designated by Rogers Morton, 
secretary of the interior, as a 
National Wildlife Refuge. 
The land was purchawed by a 
unique “Save a Living Thing” 
fund raising campaign by the 
combined 
National 
Wildlife 
Federation and a national food 
store chain. The stores donated 
one cent from the sale of each 
bottle of a soft drink sold in all of 
the stores. The campaigi raised 
more than $200,000 toward the 
purchase. 
The 
bald eagle, 
while un­ 
common and not easy to spot, is 
no stranger to the Sikeston area. 
Several ranges, all within about 
an hour’s drive of town, support 
winter populations of the huge 
bird. Three of the largest groups 
may be seen on a lucky day at 
Duck Creek and Mingo Wildlife 
Refuge near Puxico, Horsehoe 
Lake, about 10 miles north of 
Cairo, 111., and at Union County 
Wildlife Refuge near Ware, 111. 
Officials at the three areas 
estimate the total number of birds 
at the refuges now at about 30 for 
Duck Creekand Mingo, about 50 or 
more at Horsehoe Lake and about 
12 at Union County. 
All three refuges contain large 
areas of water to support the 
birds’ normal diet of fish. They 
also contain vast numbers of 
geese and other water fowl in the 
area for winter. 
Problems in finding the eagles 
start with the water. The birds are 
usually seen perched near the 
tops of very tall trees hundreds of 
yards away in the middle of a lake. 
The adults are not hard to identify 
because of the flashing white- 
feathered head and tail, but the 
juveniles (up to four years old) 
may look at that distance like 
some of the more common hawks 
that are also found at these areas. 
The young eagles are almost 
uniformly brown in color and 
only their size of nearly three feet 
tall with a seven foot wing-span 
distinguishes them. 
The bald eagle is a solitary bird 
in its winter ranges near here. It 
is suspicious of the upright figure 
of a human and not fond of fast 
noisy cars, so it is seldom seen 
near roads through the refuges. 
The best times to see the birds 
seem to be very early in the 
morning or near dusk when they 
may be closer to road areas and 
are likely to be active. 
The top pictures shown here 
were made in early morning from 
a roadway at Horseshoe Lake 
from only about a hundred feet

Reader has 
rock on belly 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 
DEAR DR. LAMB. - Am I 
hurting myself by placing a flat 
rock (20 pounds) on my 
stomach? I usually lie flat on 
the floor, place the rock on my 
stomach and concentrate on 
flexing my stomach muscles. 
It’s very difficult for me to 
lose my flabby stomach. Swim­ 
ming, bicycle riding or exer­ 
cising all summer did not even 
phase the fat bulge. 
I’m 47, female and weigh 150 
pounds. I’m 67 inches tall. I was 
warned by a friend that a heavy 
object on the stomach is un­ 
healthy. I disagree. 
DEAR READER - Whether 
a heavy object on the stomach 
is dangerous or not depends on 
what it is. If you are not careful 
you will win the weight-lifting 
contest for the stomach muscle 
division. 
Whenever you want to 
strengthen a muscle you should 
do exercises that contract that 
muscle. You do exercises that 
bend the elbow to strengthen 
the biceps. By using a weight 
while bending the elbow and 
contracting the biceps you 
progressively strengthen and 
enlarge the biceps muscle. 
The main stomach muscles 
are attached at the lower part 
of your ribs and to the 
ligaments and bones of the 
pelvis. When you do a sit-up 
these muscles are contracted 
and strengthened. Ordinary sit- 
ups affect the upper muscles 
most and lying on your back 
while lifting your feet off the 
floor with the knees straight 
helps strengthen the lower 
muscles. So sit-ups and leg lifts 
or those exercises that are 
modifications of these basic ex­ 
ercises are the ones that help to 
tighten up the abdomen. 
Voluntarily contracting and 
relaxing the abdominal muscles 
helps, too, whether you are ly­ 
ing down, sitting or standing. 
Literally sucking in that ab­ 
domen as much as you can and 


holding this position five to If 
seconds, resting, and ther 
repeating the maneuver foi 
regular exercise periods daity 
does help some. 
Your problem is not unusual 
You simply cannot get rid of s 
fat abdomen without getting ric 
of fat. A person with poor ir u s - 
cle tone and a sagging pot car 
improve the shape of the ab­ 
domen with exercise, but if you 
have fat inside the abdominal 
cavity and under the skin, the 
only thing that works is 
eliminating the fat. This usually 
requires a change in diet, com- 
bined with an exercise 
program. There is no way you 
can compress a pound of lard) 
and make it smaller. The same 
is true of body fat. 
Now that rock on the stomach 
may not cause you any trouble, 
but I’m not wild about the idea. 
People who have a hernia 
through the diaphragm 
shouldn’t do this because the in­ 
creased pressure would help 
force the stomach through the! 
hole in the diaphragm. Obesity 
contributes to this type of her­ 
nia, and it is quite common in 
middle-aged or older people. 
Pregnancy causes a temporary 
hernia of this sort in over half 
of pregnant women. If you have 
no tendency toward a hiatal 
hernia and have had no difficul­ 
ty with the rock, I doubt it will 
harm you, but don’t expect too 
much from it. You can get 
much better results if you can 
lose excess body fat with a good 
dietary program. That doesn’t 
mean one of the fad or crash 
diet efforts, either.

ST. LOUIS (A P ) — If there 
are any changes in the methods 
of Don Coryell, they involve 
mainly his reappraisal of de­ 
fense. 
And the onetime collegiate of­ 
fensive 
advocate, 
who 
con­ 
verted the St. Louis Cardinals 
from losers to winners in 1974, 
has parlayed the reassessment 
into National Football League 
Coach of the Year honors. 
“We gave up a lot of yards 
but very few points,” observed 
Coryell, 50, who was chosen for 
The Associated Press honor by 
a runaway margin in votes.

Coryell, whose 127-24-3 record 
at Whittier and San Diego State 
was nearly unmatched in 15 
collegiate seasons, inherited a 
Cardinal team steeped in me­ 
diocrity two years ago.

passing ensued, but the club 
surrendered more than it pro­ 
duced and yielded 365 points in 
a 4-9-1. season.

Dakota and Nebraska for use as a 
sanctuary for the bald eagle, the 
national symbol of the United 
States. 
The 1,000 acres are located 
along the Missouri River near 
Pickstown, S.D. and have been 
designated by Rogers Morton, 
secretary of the interior, as a 
National Wildlife Refuge. 
The land was purchawed by a 
unique “Save a Living Thing’’ 
fund raising campaign by the 
com bined 
N ational 
Wildlife 
Federation and a national food 
store chain. The stores donated 
one cent from the sale of each 
bottle of a soft drink sold in all of 
the stores. The campaign raised 
more than $200,000 toward the 
purchase. 
The 
bald eagle, 
while un­ 
common and not easy to spot, is 
no stranger to the Sikeston area. 
Several ranges, all within about 
an hour’s drive of town, support 
winter populations of the huge 
bird. Three of the largest groups 
may be seen on a lucky day at 
Duck Creek and Mingo Wildlife 
Refuge near Puxico, Horsehoe 
Lake, about 10 miles north of 
Cairo, 111., and at Union County 
Wildlife Refuge near Ware, 111. 
Officials at the three areas 
estimate the total number of birds 
at the refuges now at about 30 for 
Duck Creekand Mingo, about 50 or 
more at Horsehoe Lake and about 
12 at Union County. 
All three refuges contain large 
areas of water to support the 
birds’ normal diet of fish. They 
also contain vast numbers of 
geese and other water fowl in the 
area for winter. 
Problems in finding the eagles 
start with the water. The birds are 
usually seen perched near the 
tops of very tall trees hundreds of 
yards away in the middle of a lake. 
The adults are not hard to identify 
because of the flashing white- 
feathered head and tail, but the 
juveniles (up to four years old) 
may look at that distance like 
some of the more common hawks 
that are also found at these areas. 
The young eagles are almost 
uniformly brown in color and 
only their size of nearly three feet 
tall with a seven foot wing-span 
distinguishes them. 
The bald eagle is a solitary bird 
in its winter ranges near here. It 
is suspicious of the upright figure 
of a human and not fond of fast 
noisy cars, so it is seldom seen 
near roads through the refuges. 
The best times to see the birds 
seem to be very early in the 
morning or near dusk when they 
may be closer to road areas and 
are likely to be active. 
The top pictures shown here 
were made in early morning from 
roadway at Horseshoe Lake 
from only about a hundred feet

This is the delay or gap between 
the date that a utility files an 
application for a rate chance and 
the date that the change is ap­ 
proved by a state’s public utility 
commission.

Most consumers, of course, are 
just as happy to see an increase in 
their electric or gas bills post­ 
poned as long as possible But 
according to one electric utility 
spokesman. Aivan W Vogtle Jr.,

Company, the real victims of 
regulatory lag are consumers, 
more than the utilities. 
Unduly long delay means 
deteriorating 
service 
and 
a 
cutback in construction of new 
generating facilities, he points 
out. Thus it is the consumer who 
finds his future energy needs 
unmet who will suffer in the end. 
All the while, Vogtle adds, in­ 
flation 
— 
particularly 
the 
“ double-digit” 
inflation the 
country is currently experiencing 
— adds to operating expenses. 
Thus when a rate increase does 
become effective, utilities are 
already at the point where the 
additional 
revenues 
are 
not 
enough. 
This has given rise to a 
phenemenon called “pancaking.” 
This occurs — and it is occurring 
more and more frequently — 
when a utility finds it necessary to 
apply for another general rate 
increase even before a previous 
application has been processed. 
As a result, tbe regulatory 
commissions in some states are 
being swamped by pyramiding 
paperwork. As a result, not only is 
there administrative chaos but 
uncertainty about the utilities’ 
real needs in the minds of con­ 
sumers, who inevitably feel that 
they are the ones being “pan­ 
caked.” 
Understaffing is, in fact, cited 
as the chief cause of regulatory 
lag in the first place. In Penn­ 
sylvania, 
for example, 
the 
number of specialists on the 
public utility commission has 
remained unchanged while the 
number of rate cases has tripled 
in the past four or five years. 
Fortunately, the states are 
beginning to attack the problem, 
either by hiring additional staff, 
granting interim relief, imposing 
time limits or all of these. 
In Nevada, there is a statutory 
180-day period to process rate 
applications, after which requests 
are automatically in force Ken 
Kentucky a statutory limit of 10 
months to process applications is 
in effect In Delaware, a utility 
can collect a higher rate 60 days 
after filing application and hold 
the additional revenues in bond 
until a decision is reached. 
There wouldn’t be this problem 
if gas or electric or telephone 
service could be sold on the open 
market where competition would 
establish the going rate. It is 
because of the nature of the 
products or services they provide 
that the nation’s utilities must be 
monopolies,

Reader has 
rock on belly 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


DEAR DR. LAMB. - Am I 
hurting myself by placing a flat 
rock (20 pounds) on my 
stomach? I usually lie flat on 
the floor, place the rock on my 
stomach and concentrate on 
flexing my stomach muscles. 
It’s very difficult for me to 
lose my flabby stomach. Swim­ 
ming, bicycle riding or exer­ 
cising all summer did not even 
phase the fat bulge. 
I’m 47, female and weigh 150 
pounds. I’m 67 inches tall. I was 
warned by a friend that a heavy 
object on the stomach is un­ 
healthy. I disagree. 
DEAR READER - Whether 
a heavy object on the stomach 
is dangerous or not depends on 
what it is. If you are not careful 
you will win the weight-lifting 
contest for the stomach muscle 
division. 
W henever you want to 
strengthen a muscle you should 
do exercises that contract that 
muscle. You do exercises that 
bend the elbow to strengthen 
the biceps. By using a weight 
while bending the elbow and 
contracting the biceps you 
progressively strengthen and 
enlarge the biceps muscle. 
The main stomach muscles 
are attached at the lower part 
of your ribs and to the 
ligaments and bones of the 
pelvis. When you do a sit-up 
these muscles are contracted 
and strengthened. Ordinary sit- 
ups affect the upper muscles 
most and lying on your back 
while lifting your feet off the 
floor with the knees straight 
helps strengthen the lower 
muscles. So sit-ups and leg lifts 
or those exercises that are 
modifications of these basic ex­ 
ercises are the ones that help to 
tighten up the abdomen. 
Voluntarily contracting and 
relaxing the abdominal muscles 
helps, too, whether you are ly­ 
ing down, sitting or standing. 
Literally sucking in that ab­ 
domen as much as you can and

holding this position five to If 
seconds, resting, and ther 
repeating the maneuver for 
regular exercise periods daily 
does help some. 
Your problem is not unusual 
You simply cannot get rid of s 
fat abdomen without getting ric 
of fat. A person with poor ir u s 
cle tone and a sagging pot car 
improve the shape of the ab 
domen with exercise, but if yoi 
have fat inside the abdominal 
cavity and under the skin, the 
only thing that works is 
eliminating the fat. This usually 
requires a change in diet, com- 
bined with an e x e r c i se 
program. There is no way you 
can compress a pound of lardi 
and make it smaller. The same 
is true of body fat. 
Now that rock on the stomach 
may not cause you any trouble, 
but I’m not wild about the idea. 
People who have a hernia 
through the di a phr a gm 
shouldn’t do this because the in­ 
creased pressure would help 
force the stomach through the 
hole in the diaphragm. Obesity 
contributes to this type of her­ 
nia, and it is quite common in 
middle-aged or older people. 
Pregnancy causes a temporary 
hernia of this sort in over half 
of pregnant women. If you have 
no tendency toward a hiatal 
hernia and have had no difficul­ 
ty with the rock, I doubt it will 
harm you, but don’t expect too 
much from it. You can get 
much better results if you can 
lose excess body fat with a good 
dietary program. That doesn’t 
mean one of the fad or crash 
diet efforts, either.

collegiate seasons, inherited a 
Cardinal team steeped in me­ 
diocrity two years ago.

immediate offensive re­

mainly 
to 
passing ensued, but
